PaperClip and the XF551 Disk Drive 
by Scott Woodford - SNACC 


For people who use the PaperClip 
word processor with a XF551 disk drive 
here is some good news and some bad news. 
The good news is that PaperClip will 
format and run in DOUBLE DENSITY! The 
bad news is that it's easy to get 
switched back to single density and hard 
to return to double density. 

Thanks to the persistence of Karl 
Strahley, XF551 owners can format and use 
PaperClip in Double Density! It's been 
frustrating for some of us to use such a 
terrific word processor, only to run out 


of file storage space so quickly. 
Perhaps some 551 owners have had no 
trouble with this program, since the 


trick is simply one of reading and 
following directions. But at least two 
of us have been going around in circles 
to no avail. 

We tried following the outline in 
the manual, but it seemed to have no 
effect. We tried preformatted disks, 
density smart DOSes, and double density 
versions of PaperClip that work with 
modified 1259's. We even sent a letter 
to Antic Ed of Antic magazine asking for 
help, but there has been no progress— 
until mow. Karl found that by following 
the manual step by step PaperClip will 
format in. Double Density. The sequence 
is: 


4. Boot PaperClip 
2. Press [OPTION] to get the Option Menu 
on the Command Line. 
3. Press (D)os for the OOS function 
Menu. 
4. Press (I)nit and follow the prompts. 
4) Format drive #? 
2) Press (D)Jouble Density 
3) Press [START] 
4) Press [ESC] to exit 


Now here's the secret to making this 
work. 


5. Reselect (I)nit, from the Option Menu 
6. Press [RETURN] 

7. PRESS (D)OUBLE DENSITY 

8. PRESS [START] 


EVIDENTLY THE FIRST SEQUENCE JUST 
SETS THE PROGRAM AND/OR ORIVE TO DOUBLE 
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DENSITY AND IT TAKES THE SECOND TIME THRU 
TO ACTUALLY FORMAT A DOUBLE DENSITY DISK. 
PC.SYS can now be copied by going back to 
the Option Menu and pressing (S)ave. 

Other files may now be imported to your 
Double Density disk using any Double 
Density capable DOS or may be _ saved 
CCTRL/SHIFT W] from the PaperClip text 
editor. We used the RAMdisk of SuperDos 


-to convert and import my Single Density 
““text files to Double Density so the 


transfer was reasonably quick. 

The problem we had was when we hit 
[ESC] of step 4 nothing seemed to happen 
but quit the process. So that's what we 
did, we quit. Apparently,l though, this 
is ‘where the Double Density mode is 
entered. 

Achievement as it is, we still have 
some problems’ to work out. Karl and we 
have discovered that just reading the 
directory of a disk formatted in Single 
Density kicks us out of Double Density 
and then the working file can only be 
saved to a Single Density disk. This is 
elso happens when the Spell Checker is 
used. So we are still somewhat 
frustrated. | 

Using TopDos v1.5, we transferred 
the dictionary files to Double Density, 
but it didn't help. We read in the 
READ.ME file that XL and XE's with a 256k 
or more RAM upgrade it's possible to put 
the SPELL CHECKER into RAMdisk, but 
since we don't have an upgraded machine 
we haven't been able to try it out. This 
should make spell checking very fast as 
the directory would not have to be 
accessed during checking. This might be 
a good demonstration for a club meeting, 
if someone can bring a modified XE, I'll 
bring my drive. 

If anyone has any suggestions of how 
to use Double Density and the XF551 drive 
with PaperClip we'd sure appreciate your 
help.

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ACCess!

The ingenuity of ST programmers 
simply amazes me at times, and this is 
definitely one of them. 

-ACCess!, from Rock Digital, is a 
handy desk accessory (DA) that gives 
you all the flexibility of a Command Line 
Interpreter (CLI). With .ACCess!, you can 
copy/delete/renamce/move files, get disk 
directories, copy files and mote from 
within any GEM program allowing 
access to the GEM menu bar. 

Sure, there are a number of desk ac- 
cessories available that allow you to do 
those things, as well. But, .ACCess! has 
many more features...and .ACCess! gives 
you a CLI within a GEM window. You 
can resize the window, drag it to one cor- 
ner of your screen and be able to switch 
back and forth from .ACCess! to your 
program. 

You can create “batch” files and run 
them from within .ACCess!, and though 
‘not supported” by Rock Digital. 
-ACCess! can execute TOS and TTP pro- 
grams, often “tricking” them to run /aside 
the .ACCess! GEM window. You can 
even run some GEM programs from 
within this desk accessory! 

In a word, .ACCess! is...umm...elegant. 
Yea...it’s elegant. It’s kinda cute, too. 

And for all you memory misers who 
refuse to use desk accessories, Rock Digi- 
tal has kindly provided a TOS version of 
their program. You won't get the GEM 
window, and the added flexibility that 
comes with that window, but you do get 
a first-rate Command Line Interpreter. 

If you're a user of programs such as 
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F:\AIM >help copy 


DCopy or a “DOS Shell” program, you 
surely appreciate the added power and 
flexibility of a CLI..especially for file 
manipulation. If you’ve never used a CLI 
or worked in an MS-DOS environment, 
and never felt a need for more than what 
the ST desktop has to offer, you may not 
need what .ACCess! has to offer. 

Just try copying over 100 files from 
one folder on drive A to a different folder 
three levels deep on a hard drive using the 
standard desktop, and you'll understand 
immediately how useful a product like 
-ACCess! can be. 

With the unique feature of being the 
ONLY CLI (known to me) in a GEM 
window, .ACCess! becomes doubly use- 
ful. 

For example, I was recently leaving a 
message on CompuServe and found | 
needed to quote from a text file I had pre- 
viously stored on my hard drive. Using 
.ACCess!, I was able to type the file out 
and, while viewing the quote in the 
.ACCess! window, | added it to the mess~ 
age on CompuServe. 

Without .ACCess!, I would have had 
two options. I could have used the VIEW

command in Flash! to type the file to my 
screen, written down or memorized the 
quote and then typed it in. 

Or, I could have loaded the text into 
the Flash! capture buffer (after saving 
what I already had loaded there), found 
the quote I wanted, separated it from the 
surrounding text with carriage returns, 
selected the quote as a block of text and 
then uploaded it directly into the Com- 
puServe message. 

All this for a couple lines of text. 
Makes me tired just writing about it! 

In all, neatly 40 commands, 22 pro- 
gramming functions and 12 control flow/ 
batch processing keywords are available 
via .ACCess!. Rock Digital has produced 
a desk accessory that is both highly use- 
ful and very innovative. Check this one 
out!

WRITE AN ARTICLE! 
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Shareware: Users Legally 
Obligated to Pay for it 
C2MUG Bulletin 


Among microcomputer user groups and 
electronic bulletin boards throughout the 
United States, one of the most popular 
and useful forms of software is 
shareware, or user-supported software. 
This is a unique form of software that 
has a copyright by the author, but for 
which he/she has granted user groups the 
authority to reproduce it freely and 
provide it to their users on a test 
basis. The key phrases here are 
"copyright by the author" and "on a test 
basis.'"' These phrases set it apart from 
public domain software, which has no 
copyright and which can be “freely 
distributed and used by anyone with no 
fee required. 

Similarly, the term "military 
domain"? is sometimes used to describe 
software which has no copyright, but 
which was developed for use by the U.S. 
military forces (including DoD civilian 
employees). In this case, also, no fee 
is. required, but distribution must be 
kept within the DoD. 


Obligation 


So where does this leave the person 
who has obtained a copy of shareware and 
tested it for a reasonable period of 
time? And what is a reasonable period of 
time for testing? On all shareware the 
author has included a notice of his/her 
copyright, along with a request for those 
who would like to use the software to 
provide a relatively small fee (usually 
ranging between $18 and $75) to the 
author. The notice is contained ina 
READ.ME file or some form of text file 
(check this by doing a DIR). The fee you 
pay will register the software and the 


author will normally provide you an 
updated version with expanded 
documentation. 


Perhaps you ere one of those who has 
winked at the legal obligation and stated 
that after one year you are still 
"testing"? the software. Let's consider 
what 2a "reasonable period'' is. On each 
disk of shareware, along with the 
copyright information, there is a phrase 
covering the test period that may state 
"for a reasonable period of time" or for 
a specific time (usually ranging between 


38 end 989 days.). Although we are not 
legal experts, it is difficult for us to 
{imagine any evaluation that would require 
more than 98 days. And if the 
documentation specifies 3% days, that has 
to be the maximum time you are given for 
the evaluation. 


Legal Opinion 


Now what do the legal experts say? 
For this we refer to a e5 July 1989 
MEMORANDUM FOR Director, OPTMSEC, 
SUBJECT: "Shareware" Copyright 
Restrictions, from the Staff Judge 
Advocate Office, Fort Leavenworth. In 
response to the question of legal 
obligations for the use of shareware, the 
SJA responded that: 


%4, 'Shareware' software is protected by 
the Copyright laws of the United States 
when the author has registered for that 
protection. As such, no one may infringe 
upon the copyright by unauthorized use of 
the software, including the United States 
Government. The software may only be 
used pursuant to the shareware agreement, 
wherein the user agrees that the software 
will not be used unless the requested 
'donation' or fee is paid. The fact that 
the software is widely disseminated 
through several public sources does not 
constitute an abandonment of copyright 
protection.* 


12, Single use of the program to decide 
if it is useful does not obligate the 
user to pay, but once the decision is 
then made to use the program, payment of 
the fee becomes a condition of use. 
Wording of the shareware agreement such 
as 'please pay’ or 'pay if you like this 
program! does not make payment 
optional.

Secondly, "bad" products will not endure _no matter how much effort and finances 
are allocated, while "good" products will eve if provided a distribution | 
path. FareWare endeavors to create that pa h. If successful, FareWare will bring 
more of two different pag: types to the consumer. There will be more quality 
oe and there will be more very specialized products designed for very 

imited markets (eg. software development tools). 

The plan was designed so that ae users would elect to become promoters due 
to specia rofit-sharing incentives. FareWare, then, is a cross-section of 
conventiona moa gaia | and shareware...it promotes new sales through users. In 
FareWare, there are three financial partners, the developer, publisher and 
promoter -- any of which may be the same entity. 

Fareware products are never stocked and can only be pieney obtained from 
the publisher. Payment for FareWare products is made out to the publisher but may 
be accepted by others for submission to that publisher. Here is how the product 
is obtained from the following sources: 


THE PUBLISHER ~- In this case, the buyer orders aes | from the publisher 
who eat dueighaars Otter the product on payment confirmation. This sale is usually 
due to the publisher's advertisement. 


A REGISTERED USER - The et had receives and fills out an order form from the 
user and réturns it With paymen to the publisher. The user insures that his or 
her died eran Number (REG#) is on the order. The publisher sends the ih tae 

roduct to the buyer and a commission to the promoter. The new user optionally 
comes a promoter. (Order forms are on the product disk. 


A BULLETIN BOARD - Each Registered User (promoter) my See on ah a Demo-Pak 
versiOn or the product. The der. cen‘s.ns that romoter's REG# and may be placed 
on a8 many boards or libraries as desired (see NOTE). When the Demo-Pak is 
(downloaded and) executed by the potential buyer, the REG# and publisher's 
address is displayed. The buyer submits an order form or contacts the publisher. 
Both the publisher and buyer should insure that the REG# is included. 

NOTE: FareWare in no way controls the owners of boards and libraries who have 
priority in placing their own Demo-Paks. In other words, they may (and will) 
replace Demo-Paks as desired. Oftentimes, the same FareWare product resides in 
the same library. 


A STORE (DEALER) - Each dealer may purchase a Dealer-Pak version of the 
produét. The Dealer-rak contains the Demo-Pak, installation instructions, order 
forms, free product support and other materiais not included in the Demo-Pak.

Just 
replate the word DEALER with USER GROUP in the paragraph above. Most often, the 
UG will not call in the order. 


In all cases above, payment is made payable to and submitted to the 
ublisher. The publisher always issues three payments; one to the developer, one 
o the publisher, and one (commission) to the promoter. All orders received are 

inspected for a REG#. If found, it is a commissionable sale. Note here that a 
demo copy may be given to the new user to fill the time from purchase to receipt. 
FareWare is designed to benefit all who become involved. Products that deserve 
promotion will get it...those that don't, won't. 


The quintesence of FareWare is that of becoming recognized by the buying 
public as products with a "seal of approval". It is the intention of Soft-Aware 
to inaugurate an association of FareWare Publishers and Promoters.
